His mates call him 
“SP”. He's the president of 
the Brunswick Juventus 
players’ singles club (Joe 
Palatsides lost the vice- 
presidency when he “fell 
in love”) and “SP” is a bit 
of a boyo, let me tell you. 

I hear that Scott Patterson 
holds the pot-skulling record 
at his former club Heidelberg 
and there were times when 
some of his off-field exploits 
were legend. 

He's been called a “bad boy” 
in a prominent Melbourne 
newspaper and his red hair 
and North Irish genealogy sug- 
gest that there's plenty of fire 
in his soul, 

There ts. 

Listen to him talking about 
his three-year-stint with 
Heidelberg: 

“There were times when you 
had to wait for weeks to get 
your money and there were 
plenty of dissatisfied boys 
there, let me tell you. 

“It's different at Juventus. 
Joe Caruso is the man who 
makes the place tick. He even 
Says to you if you have any 
problems come up to him and 
let him know. At Heidelberg 
they didn't want to hear about 
your problems. 

“To be honest I didn’t really 
put in 160 percent at Heidel- 
berg. I was bloody casual, My 
attitude’s changed a lot at Ju- 
ventus. Len McKendry’s put 
that right — not by doing any- 
thing in particular — just by 
being McKendry.” 

Patterson never got on with 
former Heidelberg coach 
Brian Garvey, now with South 
Melbourne Hellas. 

“l reckon Garvey didn't like 
me. | reckon he rated me a bit 
as a player though but he 
couldn't get the best out of me. 
Frankly it was bloody magic to 
get away. 

“Listen to this one. The day 
after I joined Juventus after 
going to the appeals board 
twice and finally getting their 
ridiculous transfer fee of 
$15,000 knocked down to 
$8,500, Garvey rings me up and 
asks me why | left. I could have 
abused him. I didn't. I just said 
that I’m a Juventus player now 
and that’s all there is to it and 
ended the bloody conversation 
there.” 

Early last month Juventus 
played a friendly game against 
Victorian club Holland Park. 
That was when Patterson, es- 
Sentially used as a left sided 
attacking player throughout 
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his career, found himself lin- 
ing up on the right of Juve’s 
midfield, a role he thoroughly 
enjoys. 

“Last year at Juventus Rob- | 
bie Cullen was on the left and I 
was up front. When the club ;

the right and It worked well.”

“I’ve been through all sorts of trials since I began as a profes- 
sional in Edinburgh at the age of 17. 

“The Sydney City situation is one which J unfortunately have 


to take in my stride. 


“It was a very difficult task to motivate the players to give 
their best in front of crowd that were limited at times to a 


couple of hundred people. 


“Now I need a short break to take stock of my position.” 
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@ Alex Robertson: “If it had been up to us things 
would have remained as they were. But it wasn’t up

Robertson: 
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Few people were more 
affected by the turmoil at 
Sydney Hakoah than Alex 
Robertson whose connec- 
tion with the club goes 
back to 1974. 

The Scottish defender had 
been with the club for many of 
its triumphs including Ha- 
koah’s championship in the 
first-ever national league in 
1977. 

“A lot of us have a senti- 
mental attachment to the 
club, and if it had been up to 
us things would have re- 
mained as they were,” he 
says. “But it wasn’t up to us.” 

Robertson is not the only 
long server at the club. Both 
Murray Barnes and Steve 
O'Connor were at Hakoah 
when he joined and all of them 
suddenly found themselves be- 
ing granted free transfers last 
week, 

While Barnes and O'Connor 
were with the club continuous- 
ly since 1974 Robertson re- 
turned to Scotland in 1978 and 
spent three years there before 
deciding to return here. 

“I phoned up Eddie (Thomp- 
son) when I decided to head 
back to Australia and he said 
there was still a place for me 
here.” 

The Hakoah club's decision 
last week that it could not af- 
ford the $300,000 plus neces- 
sary to field a successful 
soccer side this season and sub- 
sequent withdrawal from the 





SIR — 

After reading Andrew 
Dettre’s column last week and 
his scathing attack on my char- 
acter and ability, I feel a need 
to reply to you to let you know 
a little bit about myself.

In case you 
don’t already know, you don't 
win those awards if you get 
sent off, and may I state now 
that I have never been sent off 
in all of my soccer career. 

I have been labelled by my 
coaches along the way as 
either too soft or a “gentle gi- 
ant” or not aggressive enough. 
I do not brag about the infa- 
mous tackle { did on Lamond 
in that game, nor am I proud of 
it. It happened in a flash and I 


would never mean to hurt or 
mame anunna intentinnaliv 
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National League was as much 
a shock to Robertson as it was 
for all soccer fans. 

He attributes the club’s situa- 
tion to general economic 
trends. 

“There's just not as money 
around as there used to be. The 
club has always had diverse in- 
terests putting its money into 
other areas and decided that it 
could not afford to sponsor the 
soccer team for more than 
$250,000 this year. Unlike a lot 
of clubs we don't have large 
crowd support and while some 
clubs can make a lot of money 
at the gate we have virtually no 
income from that source,” 

Born in Edinburgh, Robert- 
son supported Hearts as a boy 
but began his top-class career 
with Dundee. He came out to 
Australia and then returned 
after four years to play with 
Dunfermline and decide 
where he wanted to make his 
permanent home. 

Choosing Australia brought 
him back into contact with Ed- 
die Thompson, a coach Robert- 
son rates extremely highly. 

“Of all the coaches I've 
come into contact with in my 
time here, he is the most 
knowledgeable on tactics and 
just the way the game should 
be played.” 


I really feel sorry for you Mr 
Dettre as your outlook on life 
must be pretty dim if your col- 
umns are anything to go by. I 
used to read them until I got 
sick of your continual whinge- 
ing and detrimental statements 
to Australian soccer, and if it 
was within your power (thank 
God it isn't) Australian soccer 
would have died years ago. 

I also feel sorry for Emery, 
Kamasz, Reilly, Lederer and

Why don’t you change now 
before you are too old and put 
something into the game in- 
stead of predicting doom and 
gloom for all of us.

By the way, if you ever finish 
with ‘Soccer Action’ I know a 
few people who would be inter- 
ested in pessimists, like your- 
self, in sport.

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of Everton's accommodation costs. 

Clinching a deal with NEC for all the promo- 
tional aspects of the match would be a second 
major coup for the VSF which already has 
signed up David Robb to handle the saie of 
signage at Olympic Park for the big clash. 

VSF chairman Jack Roilly is the instigator of 
the sponsorship drive which is the firat time 
the federation has made such a move for an 
international re. 

“At the last ASF World Cup committee 
meeting | raised the possibility of the VSF or- 
ganising tours like they had done so success- 
fully in the past," said Reilly.

NEC to back Everton clash? 


“lI think the days of private promoters are 
just about finished. The VSF has a proven track 
record in this field and it’s about time that 
people who know that the bail is round are 
given the responsibility of arranging tours by 
Overseas teams.” 


_ The Everton game is the VSF's first venture 
into that area since Watford piayed Victoria 
back in 1983. The VSF made an $8,000 profit 
from the match.

{in all, the VSF has made just over $250,000 





from overseas tours since 1971 — a record 
unmatched by any other State federation. 

The now dormant marketing arm of the ASF 
took over the responsibility for all tours by 
overseas ciubs and countries towards the end 
of 1983, thereby effectively closing the door 
on @ major source of income for the VSF. 

The Socceroos will pay their own travel 
costs for the Olympic Park clash. The VSF will 
pay accommodation costs and national team 
player wages for two days. 

Reiliy is confident that the game wili be a 
huge success. 

“Just think, we could have the English First 
Division champions on show in Melbourne and 
it will be the last chance for the soccer public 
to view the Socceroos before they head off to 
Seoul for the Prasident’s Cup. That iooks like a 
pretty good drawcard to me," he said. 
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Soccer in this country 
— or any other country, 
for that matter — will 
never be a “national 
sport” until it has gained a 
very firm, preferably 
dominant role in high 
schools. 

The game must have this 
vast and rich hinterland in or- 
der to produce tomorrow’s 
players, coaches, officials — 
and spectators. 

At present, seccer has 
made only partial, in some 
cases token inroads in 
schools. 

The importance of being No. 
1 sport in high schools cannot 
be emphasised enough. It's the 
No. | football code which has 
first choice of talent among the 
boys — usually selecting the 
majority of “football types”: 
the strongest, fastest, cleverest 
and keenest. 

Soccer, along with other 
sports, come next. Of course, 
quite a lot of naturally gifted 
youngsters still end up playing 
soccer in schools (especially 
migrant kids) — but the fact 
remains that the cream has 
been skimmed off by other 
football codes — rugby, Aussie 
Rules, etc. 

In every country of the 
world where soccer is the ma- 
jor sport, there are two rich 
scuces of talent: the streets and 
the schools, 

In places like South America 
(especially Brazil), Africa and 
parts of Asia, the vast reservoir 
of the game comes from a 
“street culture”. In most Euro- 
pean countries “park football” 


has been replaced by vast net- 


works of school competitions. 

In Australia, we have nei- 
ther — at least on a sizeable 
scale.

All this should be pretty ob- 
vious to our leading adminis- 
trators. Perhaps it is. But I fear 
it is not. 

Precious little Is being done 
to rectify the situation. It’s a 
gigantic task, that would take 
huge sums of money and many 
years of hard labor. 

So we prefer to ignore it. 

It is a humanly understand- 
able trait that you tinker with 
smaller problems which carry 
the promise of early solution; if 
not a solution, at least a mea- 
sure of temporary glitter. 

So all or most of soccer's ef- 
forts are poured into two high- 
ly visible areas: the Socceroos 
and the NSL. 

The Socceroos titillate the 
national ego and are the only 
surefire way of getting major 
media attention. 

Whether they win or lose, 
reach the World Cup finals or 
fail, is of little importance for 
the future of the game here — 
as we have been after 1974 
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Recent negotiations between the 
network and the independent broad- 
caster Skychannel have resulted in 
ABC-TV gaining access to this year’s 


Skychannel obtained the Australian 
transmission rights to the 1987 FA Cup 


and as others, such as North 
Korea, Israel, Iran and New 
Zealand have also experi- 
enced following their fleeting 
moments of glory. 

The NSL is a different propo- 
sition: it is the peak of the ice- 
berg — without any reaj 
iceberg below. Yet it is neces- 
sary, an elite competition to 
satisfy those soccer afficianods 
— manly ethnic — who like to 
watch the game at the highest 
available level. 

However, by now there must 
be volumes of evidence to 
prove that without proper hin- 
terland — namely: high 
schools where soccer is No. 1 
sport —- neither the Socceroos 
nor the NSL can hope to 
achieve real relevance. 

I have no illusions about this: 
it would be a colossal job to 
change the situation. It could 
take 10 years, maybe 20; it may 
not even be possible, 

No wonder all our soccer ad- 
ministrations have avoided

But I really feel that sooner

A four-month saga 
came to an end last Fri- 
day when Heidelberg and 
Green Gully finally 
agreed terms for the 
transfer of Scottish full- 
back or midfielder Scott 
Fraser to the Bergers for 
$7,000. 

Heidelberg and a couple of 
other clubs had been courting 
the former Glasgow Rangers 
player since last December but 
Gully dampened their enthusi- 
asm by slapping a $25,000 fee 
on his head, 

However, as Gully’s Vic- 
torian State League chasing 
team began to take shape the 
club agreed to let Fraser go. 

“T told the club that [ wanted 
to play in the National League 
this year, just as any player 
would and they came round to 
my way of thinking.” 

Leaving a club which has es- 
tablished itself as favorite for 
this season's Buffalo State 
League — and indeed for pro- 
motion back to the National 
League next year — Fraser is 
now settling in at a club which 
has experienced a managerial 
shake-up in the last few weeks, 

New Coach John Margaritis 
has made it his top priority 
Since taking over the reins 
from Roy Maclaren, who had 
to retire for business reasons, 
to trim Heidelberg’s large 
squad and when one of Heidel- 
berg's three visa spots became 
available he snapped up 
Fraser. 

“I've been impressed so far 
by Margaritis’s thoroughness. 
He has talked to all the players 
letting them know exactly what 
he wants, and everybody 
seems to be responding and 
putting in the effort for him,” 
said Fraser. 

“Heidelberg is an ambitious 
club and the people here will 
be doing everything they can to 
win the ieague this season 
There's no shortage of talent 
Obviously Jeff Olver is out- 
Standing — he’s 100 percent 
dedicated and he has so much 
experience.”

Wales, inspired by an

Rush struck after only eight 
minutes when he found the net 
with a perfect half-volley from 
Robbie James’ cross from the 
right and further goals fol- 
lowed from winger Glyn Hodg- 
es, midflelder David Phillips 


and debutant striker Andy 
Jones, 


The victory lifted Wales 
level on points with Czecho- 
slovakia and Denmark in 
group six. All three have 
three points from two games, 
but Wales leads on goal 
difference. 


Rush, who joins Juventus of 
Italy from Liverpool at the end 
of the season, gave Wales the 
perfect start with his 13th goal 
in 31 internationals, but its 
hopes were temporarily 
rocked only four minutes later 
when central defender Pat 
Van Den Hauwe collided with 
Ari Hjelm and was carried off. 


With ail Engiand’s 
other major clubs elimi- 
nated, Tottenham Hot- 
spur finds itself 
installed as overwhelm- 
ing favorite to lift the 
FA Cup for what would 
be a record eighth time. 

Spurs ooze talent through- 
out their line-up.

England established itself as 
a clear favourite to qualify for 
the European championship 
finals from group four when it 
beat Northern Ireland 2-0 in 
very comfortable style.

England, badly missing gift- 
ed midfielder Glenn Hoddle, 
failed to produce much inspir- 
tng soccer after the interval 
when it held the initiative and 
the game petered out tamely 
with substitute goalkeper Chris 
Woods replacing influenza vic- 
tim Peter Shilton for the sec- 
ond half, 


England manager Bobby 
Robson said afterwards he was 
resonably satisfied with the re- 
sult. He said: “Northern Ire- 
land had their best period 
early on, but after that our first 
goal changed the face of the 
game. 

“We were never in trouble 
again and although the second 
half was not so inspiring I am 
reasonably satisfied.” 


He said he was not prepared 
to talk about a bomb attack 100 
metres from the entrance to 
the Windsor Park Stadium 
shortly before the game, He 
said: “I am a soccer manager.

ANOTHER BLACK DAY FOR FIJI 














Touring Fiji players drank aicohol and 
fought sach other at their Brisbane Motel 


before fiying home last week, the ‘Fiji 
Times’ reported. 


A window at the suburban Moorooka Mote! was 
smashed and star midfielder Ivor Evans suffered a 
gashed left arm in one incident involving team- 
mate Melemedi Vosuga, the newspaper reported. 


Evans was taken to hospital and hed sight 
stitches in the wound. 

Fiji Times reporter Haroon Khan, who accompa-~ 
nied tha players on their controversial thrae-match 
tour of Queensiand, said they had “once again 
blackened their name overseas.” 


Similar incidents on a tour of Mew Zealand in 
1985 led to the Fiji Football Association paying 
damages to an Auckland Hotel and Evans being 
suspended from international matches. 

Tour manager Jahir Khan said he was “‘disguat- 
ed” with the behaviour of some players and would 
recommend that they never again be considered 
for overseas tours. 


Khan named aine players he said faced disciplin- 
ary action, including one who was missing from 
the Fiji team camp on several nights and was in- 
volved in the motal fight. 

He said team mambers had defied officials. by 
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ugly scenes with two Fiji players red-carded and 
coach Billy Singh alleged to have struck a 
Hineaman. 

“Most of the team was drunk when it boarded 
the plane for Fiji last week after a drinking apree”’, 
Khan wrote. 

in Suva, association secratary J D Maharaj said 
that “everything was settled” concerning damage 
at the motel before the team /eft. 

Pending officiais’ reports, ha said the associa- 
tion would have to “put ita foot down" and disci- 
pline players even if it meant weakening the side 
for a year or more. 

“Perhaps we have been too lenient in the past," 
he said. 

The Fiji Timea said in an editorial that the players 
had dishonorad their country and calied on the as- 
sociation to postpone all tours until it had a team 
that knew what constituted gentlemanly 
behaviour. 

In recent years, Fiji players have forfeited a 
South Pacific Games final to French Polynesia 
when the match was abandoned and the referee 
assaulted, and have misbehaved both on and off 
the field against New Zealand. 

In 1984, two games in Fiji againat the Kiwis 
were marred by ugly braw!s — the first after a 3 
player was sent off for flattening two of hia 
opponents.
